Circular from KE. C. Bariny, Esg., Secretary to the Gevern- 
ment of Tidia, ome Department, to the Sovretary to 
the Government of Bengal,—(No. 941, dated Simla, the 
18th June 1864.) 


Tire Governor General in Council finds it 
necessary again to call attention to the Rules of 
the Electric Telegraph Department applicable to 
Service Messages. 


2. The periodical inspection of Service Mes- 
sages undertaken iu Calcutta shows thatit is still 
acommon practice on the part of Sogretaries to 
Government, Heads of Departments, Officers 
Commanding Regiments, and other Public Off- 
cers to communicate regarding applications for 
leave of absence and applications for appoint- 
ments by Telegraph on the Public Service. 


8. Such communications are in fact very 
rarely required in the interests of the Public 
Service. {n nine cases out of ten they are made 
for the private convenience of the party convarn- 
ed, and therefore the messages ought notte be 
sent at the public expense,

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4, If an Officer seeking leave or applying 
for an appointment desires to receive a reply by 
Telegraph he should pay for the reply himself, 
for no such message can properly be sent at the 
public expense, unless it be so sent because it 18 
in good faith beheved that the interests of the 
Public Service regutre it. 


5. The extent of the evil which results from 
the irregular practice above noted may not readily 
strike an individual Pubhe Officer who may pcr- 
haps only send one or two such messages in a 
month. The evil, however, 1sin reality a very 
ereat one, forthe irregularity 1s found to be pre- 
valent throughout India wherever Telegraphic 
communication 18 available, and thus probably 
not aday passes that Private Messages which 
have been paid for and messages which are really 
onthe Public Service are not delayed in transit 
by the passage of some of these unpad Private 
Messages improperly sent on the Public Service. 


6. The difference between the Post Office and 
the Telegraph 10 this mitter 1s obvious, though 
there is reason to suppose that if 1s not always 
borne in mind. No one communicating with 
Government or with any public functionary 1s 
entitled to expect a reply by Telegraph. Zhe 
Telegraph 13 an ectraordinary means of communica- 
tion which is not intended to be used wn the transace 
tron of public dusiness, except on urgent and 
rmportant occasions, and whenthe saving of time 
effected by the Telegraph 7s of real amportance to the 
public interests: and it 1s of the utmost con- 
sequence to the interests cf the general public, 
and also as regards the economical workine of the 
Telegraph, that this rule should be rigidly observed 
by all Public Officers, and especially by those who 
hold posts of authority. 


7. Another common and very serious evil in 
communicating by Telegraph on the Pasli Ser. 
vice w the entire absence of any eare b> express 
the messages in the fewest possible words. lt 
should be always borne in mind th.t u message 
should consist of as few words as are consistent 
with a clear renderiny of its meaning. It cannot 
be too strongly impressed on Publu Officers that 
communications by Telexraph must be conveyed 
in astyle altogether different from that which 13 
usual in Postal communications. Brevitv, next to 
clearness, must be considered the most important 
2onsideration in Telegraphig Messages,

Bye-laws 1 to 20 and in substitution of Bye-law 
No. 21, are published in conformity with Sec- 
tion 220 of det VI. of 18638, B. C. 


21. Every licensed keeper of a Public Neces- 
sary or of a Tola Mehter's 
Depét shall construct such 
Public Necessary or Tola 
Mebter’s Depdt in such manner and with such 
out-offices and appurtenances as the Justices shall 


from time to time determine. 


Deposit and removal of 
Night Soal. 


22. Every keeper of a Public Necessary or of 
a Tola Mehter’s Depdt shall provide himself with 
such number of tubs and carts as the Justices 
may deem necessary for the stowage and iemoval 
of night soil, and such tubs and carts shall be 
supplied by the Justices at the charge of the said 
keepers, at such prices as the Justices shall from 
time to time fix. 


23. Every keeper of a Public Necessary or of 
a Tola Mehter’s Depot shall maintain the tubs 
and carts which may be supplied to him under 
the preceding Byelawe in good and proper order.

29. The night soil shall be removed by such 
routes and such streeta only as the Justices may 


from time to time notify by notice affixed to the 
several licensed Public Necessaries and Tola 
Mehters’ Depdts, and no person employed in such 
removal shall aneoeesanly stop or delay on the 
said routes, 


30. When cartes are used for the conveyance of 
night soil, the lamp attached to them shall be kept 
alight during the removal of the night soil until 
sunrise. 


831. Every keeper of a Public Necessary or of

In streets in 
which such notifications have been duly made all 
such matters as aforesaid shall, if deposited 
between the hours fixed by the Justices under 
Section 119 of Act VI. of 1863 within the 
premises at a distance of not more than ten yards 
trom the entrance, gate, be removed by the Justices 
free of charge, except in the vase provided for by 
the following Bye-law :— 


34, No refuse resulting from any business, 
trade, or profession shall be removed by the 
Justices except on payment of such rate for 
removal as the Justices may from time to time 
fix, and no such retuse as aforesaid shall be 
deposited in the public streets without permission 
of the Justices. 


85. Every person who shall commit a breach 
of any of the foregoing Bye-laws by doing any 
act probibited by any Bielaws, or by neglecting 
to do any act directed to he dune by any Bye. 
law, under the said Act, will and shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding Rupees twenty for eve 
such offence, and in case of his sentinuiag suc 
offence after notice thereof from the-qsid Justices, 
toafurther penalty not exceeding Bupees ten 
for every day after such notice during which snch 
offence is continued.
